The average tax rate borne by property in 
Missouri has risen $1.20 in the last 10 years, 
Missouri Public Expenditure Survey reported 
today in its second annual compilation of the 
tax rates levied by the state’s political sub­ 
divisions. Average total rate on property is 
$4.35 per $100 assessed valuation, the Survey 
said. It reported that 3,160 governmental units 
in the state levy property taxes. 
Property taxes, the Survey said, constitute 42.5 
per cent of all state and local taxes paid by 
Missourians and last year amounted to $368.5 
million, more than twice as much as the state 
sales-use tax, which yielded about $175 mil­ 
lion. On a per capita basis, the Survey said, 
property taxes paid in Missouri amount to 
$79.63. The Survey said that they account for 
83.2 per cent of tax revenues received by local 
governments, being the chief source of revenue 
for counties, school districts, townships, road 
and other special districts, and most municipali­ 
ties. Schools receive two out of every three 
property tax dollars collected, the Survey said. 
The study pointed out that property often is 
subject to taxation by overlapping governmental 
units. In most countries, it said, are found four 
types of governments -- municipalities, school 
districts, road and ether special districts and 
the county government. It is not uncommon, how­ 
ever, the Survey said, to find five or six or 
more overlapping units levying the property tax 
as a resuit of the existence of junior college, 
sewer, fire protection, water, hospital, nursing 
home, street light and other districts, and tow n­ 
ships. 
The Survey reported that in addition the various 
layers of local government 
are authorized by 
law to levy' taxes for mulitple purposes, ranging 
up to 29 at the municipal level. 
Nationwide, the Survey said, the property tax 
yields nearly as much revenue as the nation’s 
second largest source of tax revenue -- the 
federal tax on corporate income. The estimated 
yield of the property tax nationwide in 1964 
is $22 billion, the Survey said. 
Virtually every Missourian pays the property 
tax either directly or indirectly through rent or 
the cost of goods and services, the Survey said, 
and, therefore, has a stake in urging that 
greatest possible value be obtained from the 
tax. 
Citizens can work toward that goal, the Survey 
said, in such ways as: Urging cities and coun­ 
ties to jointly provide jails, health units and 
other facilities; seeking better budgeting; voting 
out unneeded units such as townships and small, 
outmoded 
school districts; 
and urging that 
simpler alternative forms of county govern­ 
ment be made available.

ticide plant which is 500 miles 
from the scene of the ftsh-klll. 
Now the chemical companies*

in 
the Public 
Health findings never was near 
the plant. They report that quite 
a different chemical was p r e s ­ 
ent, 
which, under the tests 
used, gives off the same re­ 
action as the suspected sub­ 
stance. In other words, if they 
are 
right, the 
Government 
people--without 
adequate re­ 
search-jum ped into print with 
w hat they thought they had found. 
And once again it was just a 
mistake.

The Imperial Val­ 
ley had also become a hot-bea 
ot Birchism and Goldwaterism, 
However, no Secretary of the 
Interioi in thirty years had had 
the courage to stop the Bonanza 
of 
federal water enjoyed by 
these ranchers.

WASHINGTON, D. C.; — Some 
of those close to Jimmie Hoffa 
still reter to him as “ the kid.” 
The reference comes in mel­ 
ancholy tones which conjure up 
the picture of a ragamuffin bat­ 
tered by society, an adolescent 
untouched by mature realism 
and a juvenile delinquent taking 
on all comers on the theory that 
tho bigger they are the harder 
they’ll fall. 
Perhaps 
the picture is ac­ 
curate and may account for “ the 
kid’s ” efforts to bully one of 
the Congress’ most important 
groups — the House Judiciary 
Committee—into making moves 
whic^ 
might 
keep him out of 
prison. 
The object of “the kid’s at­ 
tention in the House for almost 
a year now has been the vener­ 
able Emanuel Celler, chairman 
of 
the Judiciarv Committee. 
Hoffa’s 
lobbyist 
have 
been 
twisting political arms to get an 
investigation 
of 
the Justice 
Dept., the FBI and alleged “ po­ 
lice state” methods of public 
prosecutors. 
Hoffa and his well financed 
aides of course have had his 
two convictions in mind. Hof­ 
fa’s hopes have been for tho 
setting up of a congressional 
tribunal before which witnesses 
would charge the Justice Dept, 
with prejudicial actions that 
could lead to seemingly weighty 
demands for new trials. 
A few days ago word flashed 
through Washington that “ the 
kid” 
had 
succeeded. 
There 
would i>e a probe of “Justice” 
and 
especially 
the FBI, ac­ 
cording 
to this report/ The 
rumor was sufiiciently serious 
to move Mr. Celler, 
the at­ 
torney general’s office and the 
FBI to check out the report. 
Soon it was discovered that 
this 
rumor had sprung from 
a story printed in the Inter­ 
national 
Teamster magazine. 
“ House 
Proiie 
of Constitu­ 
tional Rights Ready to Begin,” 
said the story in the magazine 
sent 
to over 1,500,000 team­ 
sters. “ Congressman Emanuel 
C eller 
announced 
last month 
that a special subcommittee of 
ids House Judiciary Committee 
will proceed this year with a 
probe 
in depth of the broad 
spectrum of constitutional and 
civil liberties. 
“ Thus, a crusade by the In­ 
ternational 
Brotherhood 
of 
Team sters 
and other civil 
lilierties groups 
for a Con­ 
gressional investigation into the 
suffocation of these rights by 
law enforcement agencies has 
reached the actien stage.” 
This is followed by an analysis 
of what Congressman Celler al­ 


legedly plans to do — sucl 
as heavily financing an 
“ ii 
depth’ probe of the field o 
freedom and its encroachment 
by police state methods of pros­ 
ecutors and government agen­ 
cies.” 
The insinuation, of course, ii 
that Hoffa has been victimize« 
by the federal authorities an« 
now it will come out. 
Well, it appears that Hoffa’s 
writers forgot to check their 
facts. 


First off, Congressman Cel­ 
ler and his 10-man subcommit­ 
tee are not investigating any­ 
thing. They will conduct an im­ 
portant set of inquiries into the 
broad application of justice to 
the accused in the courts of 
our land. The inspiration for 
tlds scholarly analysis is the 
reference in the Warren Com­ 
mission report to the impact 
ol mass communications on the 
fate of those involved in crim­ 
inal trials. 


“ This Is a check up on 
the 
delicate balance between a free 
press and a fair trial,” Con­ 
gressman Celler 
told 
this 
column the other day. “ It’s pre­ 
posterous for Hoffa or the team­ 
sters 
to 
misconstrue 
our 
efforts. 
“ We were disturbed by the 
Warren report which called at­ 
tention to the instances where 
newspaper reports and televi­ 
sion affected 
justice 
in 
the 
tragic assassination of the late 
President Kennedy. 
“ We want to 
k n o w If there 
could have tieen a chance t o put 
Oswald on trial after all the 
early coverage, if he had lived. 
Could Jack Ruby have g o t t e n 
a fair trial after the TV bar­ 
rage. These are the matters 
we’re looking into and I «lon’t 
believe we’ll come up with any 
legislative proposals but we 
will give it all an airing.” 
Mr. Celler said that the only 
study of t he FBI will !h> an 
analysis of its role 
In local 
law and order such as last 
summer’s riots. 
There also 
will be inquiries into use of 
wire tapping, questions of ball 
and the d e f e n s e of the Indigent. 
But there will be no proiie of 
any particular case. 
Undoubtedly 
Congressman 
Celler’s 
inquiry 
will make 
headlines in its search 
for a 
balance between the rights of 
the press and those of the ac­ 
cused, even such as Lee Harvey 
Oswald. But these headlines will 
not lie the ones “ the kid” and 
his lobbyists are seeking. 
Any effort to pervert them into 
a defense of Hoffa and the team­ 
sters will result in specific de­ 
nunciations which will set the 
record straight.

S everal African delegates in­ 
dicated they would support the 
investigation. 
Adlai Stevenson was furious. 
F o r if there is any “ colonial’* 
developm ent of which the United 
S tates can be proud it is that 
of the island which inaugurated 
a new governor January 2.

M unoz-M arin,

It is 
an Island, for .our centuries 
under the rule of Spain, which 
in half a century has become

S tates, while its m other country 
re m a in s under a dictatorship 
which has snuffed out freedom 


of the p ress, freedom of speech,* 
and freedom of religion. 
It’s also an island which in one 
generation has jum ped its per 
capita income from $121 yearly 
in 1940 to $830 today—the most 
dram atic jum p in the world.

The man who Inherits the job 
is 51 years old, was graduated 
from Ohio State as a civil en­ 
gineer in 1934, and has served 
as Munoz’s S ecretary of State 
since 1952. 
He got into politics by fol­ 
lowing in the footsteps of his 
father who was vice speaker 
of the House of R epresentatives 
from 1941-43 at the sam e tim e 
Gov.

States was In the depths of the 
depression — a 
depression 
which hit 
P uerto Rico even 
h ard er than the big c itie s of 
the 
m ainland, 
Munoz at that 
tim e was spending m uch of his 
tim e lobbying with the Roose­ 
velt adm inistration for a new 
system of Puerto Rican govern­ 
m ent plus econom ic aid. 
Sanchez, just out of college, 
turned down offers in the United 
States to go home and help 
Munoz’s econom ic plans. 
He lx»gan with the w ater re ­ 
sources authority in Adjuntas, 
producing electricity for ru ral 
developm ent;’ 
la te r 
becam e 
active in Munoz’s “ B read, Land 
and Lilx*rty” P rogram in 1940, 
served as one of Munoz’s most 
energetic o rg an izers. He has 
worked closelv with him ever 
since. Sanchez also serv ed 
resident engineer In construct 
ing the 
C irib e Hilton Hotel, 
first m odern tou rist hotel built 
under the Econom ic Develop­ 
ment Plan. 


L ast year he was elected Gov­ 
e rn o r by a m argin sim ila r to 
that of Lyndon Johnson’s. He 
got 59.6 p er cent of tin* votes. 
Louis F e rre , wealthy friend 
of Gen. E isenhow er’s, running 
a s a Republican, got 34.4 i>er 
cent. 
_ However, 
the 
little band 
trouble-m akers who trie d 
assassin ate 
Ixith 
P resid en t 
Trum an and Gov. M unoz-M arin 
still constitute an infinitesim al 
though 
hot - headed m inority. 
They can be active enough to 
feed the fires of the Che Gue­ 
v aras and the A fricans who wan) 
to 
Investigate 
A m erican co­ 
lonialism . 
And only a short hop acro ss 
the C aribbean is the C om m unist 
island of Cuba; even clo se r is 
the 
troubled 
island of Haiti. 
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and the struggling Dominican 
dem ocracy. 
So the 
problem s of Puerto 
Rico, despite its m iracle clim b 
under O peration B ootstrap, are 
not o v er. Some of them will be 
diagnosed in a future column.

The boom of 1848-1857 was 
ch aracterized by even nuttier 
behavior than had appeared d u r­ 
ing that of 1830-1837. T his tim e 
a mania developed over the im ­ 
portation and ow nership of, of 
a ll things, Shanghai ro o ste rs. 
O ther exotic breeds w ere in­ 
volved, but the Shanghai was the 
m ain one. Fabulous p ric e s were 
paid for these b ird s and no 
country gentleman was a gen­ 
tlem an who didn’t p o ssess a few 
of them . R ailroad building and 
sto ck s were also featured in 
the California gold inflation of 
th e 1850s. Bank loans and bank 
notes were spawned in profu­ 
sion and helped force a red u c­ 
tion in the amount of silv e r in 
o u r fractional coins. 
The Civil War inflation m ani­ 
fested considerable selectivity. 
Cotton p rices in the North went 
through the roof. W hiskey p ri­ 
c e s skyrocketed up 
800 per 
cent, even though the overall 
w holesale price index only in­ 
c re a se d by 100 jx*r cent. Hogs 
actually rem ained low until the 
la s t year of the w ar. The boom, 
though, was in sheep and wool; 
and led to the developm ent of a 
m ania 
involving f i n e wooled 
sheep, especially the Spanish 
M erinos. The 1864 re p o rt of the 
D ept, of A griculture say s that: 
“ P ric e s far higher than w ere 
e v e r before heard of in this or 
any other country, for fine wool 
sh eep , have l>een in nianj cases 
o ffered and refused during the 
p a st season for single stock 
a n im a ls.” P rices as high as 
$10,000 were paid for a single 
ra m . Ewes sold for up to $2,000 
ap iece. Service In firs t-c la s s 
ra m s went for $10 o r m ore. 
M oreover, the D epartm ent r e ­ 
p o rt noted that “ Some b re e d e rs, 
not over-enthusiastic men e ith ­ 
e r , confidently lx»lie\e that the 
tim e is not very distant when 
$100 will lx» i« id .” And as for 
the future demand for the Span­ 
ish 
M erinos, the D epartm ent 
thought that it could be con­ 
sid e red “ as s e t t l e d beyond 
d oubt,” and no bu sin ess was 
“ ric h e r in prom ise for the fu­ 
tu r e .” 
The 1869 Dept, re p o rt, how-* 
e v e r, s a n g a different t u n e . 
“ Despondency,” 
it lam ented, 
“ has wrought abandonm ent of 
the business in main case s,a n d 
wool grow ers, except a few of 
g re a te r wisdom and foresight 
than o th ers, have been upon the 
v erg e 
of panic.” 
W o o l , of 
c o u rse , had gone down from its 
d o lla r a pound w artim e high as 
cotton again becam e available 
and the demand for wool uni­ 


form s disapjieareu. 
The 1866-1873 greenback in­ 
flation bo o rrr lias also l>een 
term ed an industrial over-ex- 
pansion boom. In Europe it was 
ch aracterized by a housebuild­ 
ing mania of m ajor proportions. 
The m ania here was railroad 
building—35,000 m iles in the 
1865-1873 period, 7,379 m iles 
of this in 1871 alone. There 
w as great speculation in ra il­ 
road stocks and bonds. Jay 
( ooke & Co’s, ad in the Aug. 
3, 1872 issue of H arper’s W eek­ 
ly pointed out the “ security” 
of these rail investm ents. “ The 
v ast p ro fits,” said the Cooke 
& Co. ad, “ that must resu lt 
to the N orthern Pacific R ail­ 
road when in com plete working 
o rd e r is a guarantee of the 
p ro fitab lesn ess of the invest­ 
m ent, 
w h i l e the safeguards 
thrown around the security of 
the loan re n d e r it of absolute 
safety .” N evertheless, Cooke & 
Co. went broke the next year 
and the 7.3 p er cent, 30-year 
N orthern 
Pacific 
bonds they 
w ere touting actually had a net 
incom e, according to reports 
of that period, of le ss than one 
ner cent. 
But even th is po st-w ar green­ 
back boom w as highly selective. 
F a r m 
com m odities dropped 
sharply 
and copper and iron 
went in the o th er direction. The 
rise in iron alone amounted to 
50 p er cent in the tinal four 
y ears of the boom. 
. The silv er inflation boom oL 
1891-1803 was 
also powered 
by extensive railro ad construc­ 
tion. a bicycle craze developed 
and cycling clubs were orga­ 
nized in alm ost every town. 
Demand for bicycles continued 
into the subsequent depression 
and reached such proportions in 
the recovery of 1895 that Eng­ 
lish and A m erican manufact­ 
u re rs w ere 
“ unable to cope 
with it.” 
The 1901-1907 boom and in- 
11 at ion was the last of the four 
g reat ra ilro a d building booms, 
but was also ch aracterized In 
a mania for form ing huge tru sts, 
m erg ers and corporations. In 
addition, it w as a selective in­ 
flation, pricew ise. F arm prices 
went down from 1904 to 1907, 
while copper and iron wont up. 
The rise in the copper p rice 
amounted to about 30 per cent, 
and iron did even b etter, going 
up 35 p er cent. 
In the 
W orld War I boom, 
1917-1920, it was speculation 
in 
farm lands. And many of 
us can still rem em ber a host 
ol neighbors 
who lost 
their 
s h irts —and th e ir la n d --in th e 
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1920-1921 collapse ofthat man­ 
ia. Still, price inflation managed 
to lx* selective— farm products 
and many o t h e r com m odities 
going up, but with copper and 
rubber reversing the field and 
going down. 


Stock‘speculation, of the wild­ 
est so rt, was the m ania pow er­ 
ing the 1923-1929 l>oom. Manu­ 
facturing, likew ise, pro sp ered . 
N evertheless, while the p rice s 
of stocks rose nearly 450 per 
cent, 
most com m odities, and 
especially farm products, went 
down. Only the fa rm e r’s live­ 
stock, except h orses and hogs, 
brought a fair price. 


Thus it is evident tiuu <s*en 
during the most unsound credit 
o r 
m onetary expansions, the 
forces of inflation tend to op­ 
e ra te in a highly selective man­ 
n er. B u t then of course you 
would not expect a grain of sand, 
under any conceivable so rt of 
situation, to undergo any ap­ 
preciable 
increase 
in value; 
and the sam e applies to those 
com m odities that happen to lx* 
available in alm ost unlim ited 
am ounts. Item s that are ra re , 
sc a rc e o r available in lim ited 
quantities are a different m at­ 
te r, It is among these that we 
must watch for the first signs 
that the present 
inflation is 
shifting from the critic a l to the 
explosive stage. 
\nd already 
th ere are developm ents t h a t 
suggest that this transition may 
lx* dangerously close at hand. 
The coin shortage, the gold out­ 
flow, the 180 p er cent rise in 
the p rice oi m ercury in the past 
y ear, the 73 per cent upturn in 
tin, and the 12-1 2 per cent in­ 
c rea se of platinum ; all suggest 
- that we may lx» nearing a turn­ 
ing point. The 3-y ear, 40 p er 
cent rise of silv e r serv es only 
to em phasize that possibility. 
T hese, 
in our opinion, are 
w arning signals. W hether we 
heed them rem ains to lx* seen.

The study pointed out that property often is 
subject to taxation in overlapping governmental 
units. In most countries, it said, arc found four 
types of governments -- municipalities, sehool 
districts, road and ether special districts and 
the count) government. It is not uncommon, how ­ 
ever, the Survey said, to find five or six or 
more overlapping units levying the property tux 
as a resin* of the existence of junior college, 
sewer, fire protection, water, hospital, nursing 
home, street light and other districts, and town­ 
ships. 
The Survey reported that in addition the various 
layers of local government 
are authorized by 
law to levy taxes for mulitple purposes, ranging 
up to 29 at the municipal level. 
Nationwide, tilt Survey said, tin property tax 
yields nearly as much revenue as the nation’s 
second largest source of tax revenue - - the 
federal tax on corporate income. The estimated 
yield of the property tax nationwide in 1964 
is $22 billion, the Survey said. 
Virtually every Missourian pays the property 
tax either directly or indirectly through rent or 
the cost of goods and services, the Survey said, 
and, 
therefore, 
has 
a 
stake in urging that 
greatest possible value be obtained from the 
tax. 
Citizens can work toward that goal, the Survey 
said, in such ways as: I rging cities and coun­ 
ties to jointly provide jails, health units and 
other facilities; seeking better budgeting; voting 
out unneeded units such as townships and small, 
outmoded 
school districts; 
and urging that 
simpler alternative forms of county govern­ 
ment be made available.
